City  Elections 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  passed  an  expressed  opinion 
concerning  the  Vietnam  Moratorium  as  the  main  action  in  the 
Executive  Council  meeting  Monday. 

The  opinion  reads  as  follows: 

“We,  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council,  would  like  to  express  the 
following  opinion  in  regard  to  the  Vietnam  Moratorium. 

“We  are  opposed  to  the  interruption  of  classwork,  but  fully  support 
the  idea  that  each  person  should  write  his  Congressman  expressing  his 
opinion  either  for  or  against  the  Vietnam  war. 

It  is  our  suggestion  to  set  aside 
Oct.  1 5 in  memory  of  those  who 
have  served  in  Vietnam  and  the 
last  10  minutes  of  classes  on  that 
day  to  discuss  the  war  if  the 
instructor  sees  fit.  We  also  suggest 
that  this  day  be  set  aside  as  a day 
of  prayer  and  meditation  in  the 
hope  that  the  leaders  of  the 
nations  involved  be  guided  in  this 
matter  of  world  concern.” 

Other  action  was  a report  of 
Reed  Halladay  of  the  Association 
of  College  Unions,  Region  13, 
which  elected  Reed  as  its  regional 
president.  The  meeting  was  about 
student  union  programming  and 
how  to  get  students  interested  in 
student  activities,  although  one 
member  tried  to  steer  the  meeting 
around  to  minority  problems,  a 
discussion  that  Halladay  felt  was 
irrelevant. 

The  Moratorium  statement  was 
passed  unanimously  by  the 
council,  but  not  after  a long 
discussion.  The  statement  was 
drawn  up  by  the  President,  Ken 
Kartchner,  but  several  members 
added  amendments  memorializing 
Vietnam  veterans  and  suggesting 
prayer  and  meditation.  An 
amendment  proposed  by  Jerry 
Owens  a student  interested  in  the 
Moratorium  was  declined.  It 
referred  to  “showing  that 
democracy  really  works”  which 
members  felt  was  not  really 
shown  by  the  Moratorium,  and 
supported  the  freedom  of 
expression  to  encourage 
discussion  on  both  sides. 


New  System 
Runs  Easily 

The  new  parking  regulations  at 
BYU  are  working  smoothly 
despite  increases  in  students. 

Capt.  Swen  Nielsen,  head  of 
campus  security,  said  he  is  pleased 
with  the  response  of  the  students 
to  the  plan  although  it  is  new- 

The  new  system  established 
zones  with  separate  parking  for 
faculty  and  staff  around  academic 
buildings,  for  upperclassmen  and 
graduates  in  large  central  lots,  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  in 
outlying  lots,  and  around 
residence  halls  for  campus 
dwellers. 

With  about  24,000  daytime 
students  this  year  and  10,662 
parking  spaces  on  campus,  the 
BYU  ratio  is  about  2.25  students 
per  parking  space.  This  compares 
with  2.3  reported  recently  by 
University  of  Utah  in  a survey  of 
the  International  Municipal 
Parking  Congress.  The  survey 
showed  the  ratio  at  University  of 
California  in  Santa  Barbara  is  8.5; 
at  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  12  per  space  and 
University  of  Texas,  13. 

Parking  fees  at  BYU  are  $6  for 
outlying  and  residence  zbnes  and 
$12  for  central  zones.  University 
of  Utah  charges  $7.50,  University 
of  Iowa,  $60,  and  University  of 
Wisconsin,  $55.

The  student  must  work  in 
Provo,  full  or  part  time,  and  must 
sign  an  affidavit  at  his  district 
registration  agent’s  office  stating 
that  he  intends  to  live  in  Provo. 

These  requirements  are 
absolutely  necessary  in  order  to 
establish  one’s  residency  in  the 
city  of  Provo. 

Those  students  intending  to 
vote  should  call  the  Provo  city 
recorder  to  find  out  in  what 
district  they  reside  and  who  their 
registration  agent  is. 

Unless  a student  has  moved 
recently,  he  is  probably  in  the 
same  district  as  he  was  in  the  last 
election.  Students  are  advised  to 
check. 

Those  over  21  who  work  in 
Provo  may  not  vote  if  they  still 
list  their  home  address  with  their 
parents  or  another  area  outside  of 
Provo. 


Citizens  will  have  to  register  in 
the  district  in  which  they  live  and 
will  have  to  vote  in  that  district. 

Eligible  voters  must  register 
Oct.  28  before  the  general  city 
election  which  will  be  held  Nov. 
4. 

Not  on  the  primary  ballots  will 
be  both  the  candidates  for  Provo 
mayor  and  the  candidate  for  city 
judge. 

Verl  G.  Dixon,  incumbent,  and 
G.  Marion  Hinckley,  former  city 
mayor,  will  automatically  advance 
to  the  general  elections  since  they 
were  the  only  two  candidates  to 
file  for  the  office  of  mayor. 

J.  Gordon  Knudsen,  present 
Provo  city  judge,  was  the  only 
person  to  file  for  that  same 
position.  He  is  now  automatically 
re-elected  being  unopposed. 


WORLD 

LUENEBURG,  Germany  (AP)— Hundreds  of  dead  fish  floating  on  the 
Elbe  River  in  West  Germany  may  have  been  poisoned  by  an 
unidentified  substance  dumped  by  a sugar  refinery  in  East  Germany, 
police  say. 

They  said  the  poison  probably  had  been  diluted  enough  not  to  cause 
damage  by  the  time  it  reached  the  Elbe  from  the  Aland  River,  a 
tributary.  But  farmers  were  warned  against  watering  livestock  in  the 
Elbe. 

The  poison  was  believed  to  have  originated  at  a sugar  plant  at 
Aendsee,  just  across  the  East-West  border. 

* ♦ * 

MOSCOW  (AP)— Seven  Soviet  cosmonauts— the  biggest  assembly  of 
men  in  space  at  one  time— hurtled  around  the  earth  in  three  spacecraft 
Monday  apparently  getting  ready  to  put  together  the  first  permanent 
orbiting  space  station. 

Seyuz  8,  piloted  by  two  veteran  spacemen,  blasted  off  from  the 
Baikaonur  cosmodrome  in  Societ  central  Asia  earlier  in  the  day  to  join 
Soyez  6 and  Soyuz  7 sent  aloft  on  Saturday  and  Sunday. 

LONDON  (AP)— Striving  for  a new  and  vigorous  look  in  advance  of 
the  general  election,  Prime  Minister  Harold  Wilson  dipped  into  his 
Labor  party’s  rank  and  file  for  younger  men  and  made  a number  of 
changes  among  junior  ministers  Sunday.  He  reorganized  the  upper 
brackets  of  the  government  a week  ago. 

Two  ministers  of  state,  eight  Parliamentary^  secretaries  and  three 
Parliamentary  whips  were  dropped,  and  13  new  men  were  brought  into 
the  government.  Altogether  there  were  31  new  appointees  who 
averaged  38  years  age.  The  average  age  of  those  leaving  was  60. 

The  changes  reduced  the  size  of  the  government  from  105  ministers 
to  97.

LONDON  (AP)— American  millionaire  Franklyn  L.  Blower  has  solyed 
the  problem  of  what  to  buy  his  friends  for  Christmas. 

He’s  giving  each  a London  taxi— a total  of  32  cars. 

And  a special  friend  will  receive  a 1932  London  fire  engine,  complete 
with  bells  and  ladders. 

The  whole  consignment  cost  Blower,  a glass  importer  from 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  $48,000. 

Derek  Hawkins,  owner  of  a London  motor  business  who  sold  the 
cabs,  said:  “Blower  paid  us  a call  when  he  was  over  recently  looking  for 
unusual  Christmas  Presents.”

ATHENS  (AP)— An  underground  organization  called  the  Greek 
Democratic  Movement  says  it  exploded  two  bombs  outside  a central 
Athens  hotel  Sunday  night  to  show  officers  of  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization  that  active  resistance  to  Greece’s  military 
dictatorship  still  exists. 

“We  planted  the  bombs  near  the  hotel  so  that  the  NATO  officers 
staying  there  could  hear  them  and  know  of  our  resistance,”  one 
telephone  caller  said. 

The  bombs  caused  no  damage  or  casualties. 

lOANNINA,  Greece  (AP)— Earth  tremors  rocked  this  picturesque 
town  near  the  Greek-Albanian  border  at  3 a.m.  today,  injuring  18 
persons  and  damaging  scores  of  homes  and  farm  dwellings. 

Police  said  falling  ceilings  caused  most  of  the  injuries. 

A quake  on  Sunday  in  the  same  area  injured  an  18-year-old  boy 
seriously  and  caused  damage  to  neighboring  villages  close  to  the 
Albanian  border.

JERUSALEM  (AP)— The  trial  of  Denis  Michael  Rohan,  accused  of 
trying  to  burn  down  Jerusalem’s  A1  Aksah  Mosque,  was  adjourned 
today  until  Oct.  30  after  his  defense  counsel  announced  plans  to  bring 
in  psychiatrists  to  testify  on  the  Australian’s  mental  state. 

The  28-year-old  defendant  admits  starting  the  mosque  fire  Aug.  21, 
but  claims  he  was  suffering  from  an  unspecified  mental  disease  at  the 
time. 

SEOUL,  Korea  (AP)— Two  North  Korean  infiltrators  were  killed  and 
two  South  Korean  soldiers  were  wounded  Sunday  in  a firefight  below 
the  central  sector  of  the  demilitarized  zone,  the  South  Korean  Defense 
Ministry  said  today.  A third  North  Korean  escaped  back  across  the 
zone. 

The  two-hour  battle  was  the  first  reported  in  the  section  of  the  DMZ. 
South  Korean  troops  defend  since  Sept.  20.  The  section  the  U.S.  2nd 
Infantry  Division  defends  has  been  quiet  since  July  21. 

A.  U.S.  spokesman  said  he  believes  the  drop  in  North  Korean 
infiltration  across  the  DMZ  in  contrast  to  the  frequent  border  clashes  in 
the  same  months,  last  year,  may  be  the  result  of  improved  defense 
capabilities. 


NATIONAL 

WASHINGTON  (AP)— The  Supreme  Court  agreed  today  to  decide 
whether  the  constitutional  prohibition  of  double  jeopardy  bars  retrial 
of  a Utah  defendant  whose  first  trial  ended  with  dismissal  of  the  jury 
by  the  judge. 

The  court  said  “probably  jurisdiction  is  noted”  and  agreed  to  hear  a 
Justice  Department  appeal  of  a case  dropped  under  such  circumstance 
in  a U.S.  district  court  in  Utah.
